West Iudies. 

Kingston, Jamaica, Oct 27 — An attempt 
has been made by some Kuytien refugees, 
reeident hero, to assassinate Ihe Hayiiau Con- 
bu I to this port. 

We have advioes that Jeremin has been 
bombardod and destroyed by Saloavo's men- 
of-war, Alex Petion and Saluavo. The Ood- 
•uls resident there, tbo American, English 
and French, askod a delay to remove non- 
combatants before tiro w e opened, but the 
request was not granted, and tlie bombard- 
ment lag'ed tlireo days. Numbers ol women 
aud children were tilled. Salnave commanded 
in person. 

All tbe houses and consular offices were 
destroyed or badly damaged. 

Port au Prince is reported as threatened 
by Gen Niesnge tsagoi, and in consequence 
President Salnnve hag been compelled to 
withdraw from Jeremie. 

The Picoa are deserting Salnavo's stand- 
ard because ihey have found out that he iB a 
Dioiatto, not a pure black. 

General Domingoe, who has been proolai™ 
ed President of the South, ia a blaok. IJe 
accepts the situittion sod unpoals lor support 
to all the blaoks. Ho has SlG 000,000 of pa^ 
per money at command, and a great deal of 
produce. 

President Salnave has been destroying a 
great deal of foreigners' property with h'a 
gunboats, i\nd the British Commodore Ptill- 
liuiore has reoeivod orders to watch Salnave'a 
movements and actions. The latter has bad 
" a brief quarrel with his late minister, Do- 
lorme. 

The excitement and indignation in Hayti 
agnioet Americans is- increasing. This hos- 
tility is causod in part by the fact that the 
Haylien government was furnished by us war 
vessels by American shipowners, and tbat 
those vessels are manned by Americana who 
do not refuse to exeouto tbe cruel orders ol 
Salnave. 

Siam. 

There had bec-n a serious disturbance be- 
tween Alabaster, acting Consul for Grenl 
Britain and tbe Kirn; of Siam, at Bankolr. 
It appears that Capiain Earnes, Chief of 
Siam police, started to hunt for some amuo 
gled opium, and in searching entered tome 
houses, aud they by some means got on lire. 
The owners, hoing British subjects, appealed 
to the Consul, who applied to the Kini; and 
was refused. The Consul then hauled down 
the consulate flag and sent to Singoporo dr 
a gunboat. The affair was unsettled at last 
accounts. 

Uniform of thk Marines. — A circn'ar 
respecting changes in uniform has boen pub- 
lished for Rcherul information at tbe Chatham 
division of Royal Marines The new uni- 
forms are to bo laken into wear on ihe 23J of 
April next year. In consequence, the uir-. 
ctilar stales, of Her Majesty having approved 
of certain cbanijes in ihe uniform of ihe in- 
fantry ol the line, tha Lords of tho Admiral- 
ty direct tint in conformity therewith, the 
alterations enumerated shall be made in Ihe 
uniforms of ihe Royal Marine Light Infantry. 
Tne gold lace hitherto worn oi tho lunico 
of Ihe officers is to bj discontinued — and the 
cellars, sleeves und cuffs are to be of, and 
laced, &o, in uccordunce with, tho pattorn 
approved ot lor the infantry of the line, 
('rawing of which are attached lo tho Horse 
Guards circular of the 1st September 18GS. 
The lace to ba of tbe same pattern and 
description as tbat now worn, and is not to 
exceed hall an inch in width ; ihe -braid to 
bo of tho army pattern. Tho rolativo rank 
of the officers to be distinguished by the 
lace and braiding, &o, on iho cuffs and col- 
lars, aa shown in tbe drawings nbovo refer- 
red to. The skirl is to bo of the present 
ebapo and pattern for officers of all ranks, 
non-cointiiisaioneu officers and men. The 
collars, sleeves and culfj of the tuuies of tbo 
non-cumnnesioned officers and men are to be 
altered, and assimilated in shapo to those of 
tho oflioers, soulod patterns o( each being 
lodged at tho department of tho Di'puty- 
AdjutanLGwneral of Royal Marines.

Ai/rnouaii wo cannot uuilo with our 
pious correppondent "X." in hie dovout 
prayer at the prospoct of an harmoni- 
ous session oi the Legislative Council 
whioh opons to-day, wo oortainly trust 
that nothing will ocour to ruffle 
the tompors of the members, and 
that moderation will charaotorizo tho 
proceedings of the auguet body 
throughout. Sovoral very impoitnnt 
measures will bo brought f'orwarn dar- 
ing tho session, and all the wisdom, 
moderation and good Benso of tho 
Council will be required in the dis- 
cussion of their merits and their pass- 
ago in a form that will conduce to tho 
permanent prosperity of tho intorosts 
they propose to guard. Among tho 
measures that most require revision 
are those Ordicunoes whioh tffect tho 
produotivo and mercantile intorosts, 
whioh in the past two sessions havo 
hardly mot with that justice at tho 
hands of tho Council thoy certainly 
had roason to oxpeot. Wo havo 
touched upon various public questions 
during tho past fow weolis that it is 
proposed to introduco, and as thoy aro 
laid bofore the Council wo shall urge 
their defeat, amendment or passage as 
occasion may seem to require. Regrot- 
ting as wo sincerely do tho illiberal 
constitution of tho body, wo are still 
not without hope that sorao good may 
be effected through tho exertions of 
the popular members. 

The telegraph brings us intelligence of 
an insurrection in Spain against tho Pro- 
Tisional Governmcut. The insurgents ap- 
pear to be actuated by a desire to organize 
a' Republic out of tho oncotic elements 
left behind by the Royalists in their flight; 
and the adherents of Queen Isabella who 
remain within the limits of her late king- 
dom, indulging in tho faint hope that in 
the general turmoil somothing muy occur 
to assist them in winning back the people 
to her standard, havo eagerly joined the 
rebels. Tho centre of the disaffection is 
at Cadiz, whither a strong force of Gov« 
ernment troops have been sent to quell 
the rising if possible. The extent of the 
insurrection is of course as yet unknown ; 
but in view of tbo fact of tho popularity of 
the Provisional Government, and tho uear 
approach of the day on which tho people 
are to decide by ballot the form of Gov- 
ernment under which they desiro to live, 
we think the rebel chance of success ex- 
ceedingly small. Theso movements in 
Spain, however, cannot fail in exerting a 
powerful effect upon the French populace, 
who are becoming widoly disaffected 
towards the Imperial policy, and who will 
regard the insurrection in Spain with 
any but feelings of equanimity. 

The letter of Mr Joseph Howo, of JSovn 
Scotia — an abstract of which we pub 
lished this week — must have convinced 
tho most obdurate repeater in Nova 
Scotia of the utter infutility of further 
agitation upon the proposal to dissolve 
the Union. Mr Howe's utterances aro 
manly and loyal. Ho states unequivocally 
that ho supported repeal until ho saw that 
it was hopeless, and finding his col!caguen 
of tho Repeal Party wero not disposed to 
make any sacrifice in support of their 
views, that then ho withdrew from 
all connexion with them. Tho withdrawal 
of Mr Howo is a severe blow to the Ro» 
paalcrs. They havo able men loft among 
tbem, it is truo ; but they havo no man 
in their ranks who commands as largo a 
share of public confidence, or who has 
effected aB much in securing constitutional 
liberty for tho Provinces ns Mr Howo. 
The houorablo gentleman in tho samo 
letter states that he is now in correspond- 
ence with tho Ottawa Government with 
a view to obtaining important concessions 
for Nova Scotia ; and pending an an- 
nouncement of the result of those negotia- 
tions, Mr Howe's assailants, in Nova* 
Scotia will add but littlo to th capital 
by abusing him. 

A Deoknekatk Son. — A London corrr- 
■pondont writes :— You remember, of course, 
the Duke of Newcastle who visited tho 
United Statea with the Prince of Wales, and 
eubsequently died. Well, his mcceesor has 
a youDger broiher, Lord Alfred Clinton, by 
name, who has just been whitewashed at tho 
Court of Bankruptcy, When his fathor died, 
he received 3f>0,000 down, and came into un 
income of about $5000 a-yeur. According 
to the developments in the Court, he has 
spent the 850,000, han parted with his ius 
oome till he has but S2U00 n-yeur left, and 
has run into debt to tho amount ol 8150,000 
moro ; and all this within two years, for ho 
is now only twenty-threei For the last live 
weeks ho has been in prison. Ho narrated 
th680 faots t,8 though ho wero tolling a good 
joke, and one of the papers thus concludes 
its commonts on the affair : 'How proud 
his family must bo of this excellent young 
pan !'

Awful.— The reports that reach us from 
Sau Francisco ol the ravages of the small- 
pox are truly appulling. Instead of decreas- 
ing, tho discaso is spreading. The Sao 
Francisso Times fixes the number of cases 
in one weak ut 140 ! The deaths comprise 
nboui ono-fourth of the cases. The disease 
appears in its most malignant form. In some 
instances persona vaccinated with pure lymph 
haie contracted tho disease and dluU. In- 
stances are related wherein whole families 
have beon cariied oQ by small-pox and their 
effects sent to auction and purohased by 
parties unaware of the danger to which they 
were exposed, and who havo contracted the 
disease and died. So great has tho alarm 
become at Sau Francisco that we observe by 
our speciul dispatch yesterday tho tiro 
department have baen called out and ore 
engaged in washing tho streets and infected 
houses with a powerful disinfectant; iiow 
thankful we should be as a community that 
the horrid diseu30 touched us so lightly and 
that we nro finally ri 1 of it. 

A Beautiful Complimbht. — General Ben 
Butler, of Boston, lately paid tho Queoa of 
England the following just and beautiful 
tribute of praise for her queenly and womanly 
virtues: — 'I have a complaint to prefer 
against your Queen, and one of which I think 
yon will not be disposed to dispute the vulid- 
ity. No Sovereign on earth has dono bo 
much to lessen the reputation of Itopublioan 
institution* as she. The beauty of her queon- 
ly, as other privato lilo ; tho integrity and 
justioo which through her whole reign have 
been her dis'inguished characteristics aa a 
Sovereign; and her manifest desiro on all 
occasions of international intercourse, or of 
national misunderstandings to bo governed 
by tho laws of reason, honor and justice, have 
been such as oven to force upon our repub- 
lican m'nds a conviction that kingly gov- 
ernment may bo endurublu. 

Who is to Pat the Pii^-is ? — We were 
asked on all sides yesterday who is to 
meet the expense of tho members crossing 
over tho ferry to the Council Chambers? It 
is really a serious question, At least half a 
dollar a week pur member must bo provided, 
p.nd the honorablo gentlemen all complain of 
the lowness of their personal exchequers. 
Several speak of resigning unless some ade- 
quate provision is made, having u prospect- 
ive viuw nf damages done to their dress coats 
and black pants. It occurs to us that par- 
haps the beat way to meet the contingency 
would be to hire a ' bus ' to run to ond from 
tho Council at all hours during the sessions, 
at tha expenso of the Lands' and Works Of- 
fice. 

Tub Steamkr Sir J Douor.As.— No defi- 
nite information has been received by tho 
Government respecting tho cause ol tho deten- 
tion of this steamer. Tho schooner Black 
Diamond reports hor having led Nanuimo 
for Com ox last week, since which nothiii" 
hus been hoard of her. It is anticipated 
same uocident has occurred to hor machinery, 
which hus compelled her to lay np in one ol 
the bays. A vessel, probably the gunboat 
Forward, will bu de«patohed luMlay in search 
of her.

Free Trade as Against Protection* 



Editor BRmsn Colonist. — You Esy in 
your article of the l-ltli that we want a 
system here to protect the farmer, the miller, 
nnd lho manufacturer; and a letter io vour 
columns of the loth says that by all means 
Ut the farmer, tho tanner and luinherman be 
protected. Now, hero alonceljdn issue 
both with yon and your correspondent, and 
sny that such a system cannot bo maintain* 
od without inflicting great irjus ice on tho 
people at largo. As far as llie farmer is 
concerned, I would remind your correspon- 
dent that by far the greater part of lho per- 
sons now ocenpied in farming nn the Island 
took up thoir lands boforo tho union of the 
Colonies, and when there was no prospect 
of what is termed protection. The farmer is 
in the position of any othor tradesman, and 
can scarcely expect legislation should com- 
pel the public to pay a higher price for tho 
articles ho deals in, in order that his busino-s 
may pay a largor profit. As far as tho 
lumberman is concerned, the. present protec- 
tion afforded bim is, I think, a very doubtful 
benefit, when it is consi Jerod how large an 
element labor ia in the cost of lumber, and 
how largely labor is taxed under the present 
system. Under tho same system of indirect 
luxation, the other most important produoi 
of our Island, namely, coal, it heavily taxed ; 
I might almost soy that tha whole amount 
of indirect taxes paid by Nana! mo may he 
looked upon as a tax upon this n.ost impor- 
tant industry. I ulso think that your corres- 
pondent ia in orror whon ho says that all 
tho younger communities of British origin on 
this Continent have followed the example 
of tho United Statis in their protective 
polioy ; he may be right so far as manufac- 
turers aro concerned, bat itseomstobea 
principle of the Canadian tariff to admit all 
raw products, agricultural and other, either 
quite free of duty or at very law rntos. 
Your correspondent admits that tbo furmer 
must depend on the homo market, thereforo I 
euy that the polioy which will mo9t prorr.oto 
tho prcspority of the towns of Vancouver 
Island is the bo&t for him. 

In your own remarks of the I4th you say 
you cannot see how a system ol Froo Trade 
for tho Island portion of tho Colony, can bo 
brought into praotice j that two distinct 
systems for raising a revenue in the snmo 
Colony wonld never do. Why not? When 
wo were two Colonies nndor one Governor 
we had Free Trade on the Island, with indi- 
rect taxation on tho Mainland.

ADy other reduction iu the tarill must re- 
duce the revenue- Muko Vancouver Island 
a Free Port and a revenue equal to the lose 
of Customs' duties could be easily raised by 
direct taxation. Iu this way ite revenue 
would not bo reduced, and yet the tux-poyer 
would be relieved from a heavy burden. 
Under tho present system of indirect taxa- 
tion each man's expenditure ia taxed at least 
20 pur cent, ao that the man who spends 
$500 per annum ia taxed to tho amouot of 
$100 ; the man who spends S1000 pays S200; 
the man who sponda $2000 is taxed to the 
amount ol 8*00, oud so on. Now, unyono 
who will make lor himself a rough estimate 
of the expenditure of the population of Vic- 
toria, will 830 at a glanco that tho amount 
taken from the taxpayer, is moro than double 
the amonnt rooeived by the revenue from 
Victoria In customs' duties. To illustrate 
this I will tako tho ono article of batter. 
Foreign butter is now kept out of our mar. 
kot by a duty of 10 couts per lb. You will 
eeo that tho r rice of all butter is increased 
to the consumer by at least tho 10 oeols per 
lb, nnd yet of that amonnt tho revenno re- 
ceives scarcely anything, and this applies 
more or lees to everything consumed by the 
population of Victoria. 

With Froo Trade we may expect a large 
inoroaso ol business, and a revival of gene- 
ral prosperity, but should ibis expectation 
appear gronndlo;s the relief aflorded to the 
lax* payer by returning to h system of direct 
taxation would bu u sufijeiont plea for tho 
restoration of cur Free Port.

Europe. 

Madrid, Dec 10.— JSows from Cadiz to a 
Into hour says : The ineutgenta of that city 
mill occupy Hotel de Ville and surrounding 
houses, und havd erected barricades. Tho 
Government troops occupied tho Custom 
House buildings in tho neighborhood. All 
foreign Cousuls have taken rafugo in the 
Custom House, aud >h) Civil Government 
of Cadiz has fled to San Fernando. The 
insurgents forced into tbo rank* all able- 
bodied men and prison convicts, Tho for* 
mor Royal Guards havo joined tho insur- 
gents. Telegrams from San Fernando say 
the movimeut is carried on under tho name 
oud with elements of Republicanism. In- 
satgenls jeern to be well supplied with 
money. Tho Civil Government of Saragossa 
telegraphs that the Republicans there at. 
tacked and intend to release and arm tho 
convicts, but precautious havo been taken 
io prevent It being carried out. 

Madrid Deo 10. — An armistico of two 
days has been agreed to with tho insur- 
gents of Cadiz for the burial of tho dead, 
nod to nllow the women and children to 
loavo the city, at tbo conclusion of which a 
combined attack will bo mado by the troops 
and fleet on that portion occupied by tho 
rebel?. The latter have freed and armed 
teven hundred convicts from the prisons and 
galleys, It is estimated that tho rebels io 
Cadiz number 3000. Arm-i and muni- 
tions r.f war havo been landed at Cadiz. It 
is said the purties in revolt are well supplied 
nnd have plenty of money, and are deter- 
mined to fight to tho last. American flags 
aro respected ; both parties will seek pro- 
tection Irom tho American Consul at Cadiz-; 
as no American war vessel is in port, Dan- 
ish and Italian vessels are placed at the 
disposal of tho American Consul. 

Madrid, Doc 12— It is asserted the in- 
surgents iu Cuba have lately sustained heavy 
losses.
